He could not understand how this could happen in 
the province “which suffers most’’. Mr. Schultz pointed out 
that there were only two years, actually, in our history, 
1931-32, when the buying power of a bushel of wheat 
was lower than today, and that ‘as far as our cattle prices 

“are concerned we have practically reached the same mis- 
erable position.’ Mr. Schultz said he had heard, since 
coming to the province ffom -his Manitoba, that farmers do 
not come to the Farm Union meetings because the Unions 
are not doing anything. He challenged this.statement, and 
said that farmers could not know what the Unions are 
doing if they did not attend meetings. 

It all depends, perhdps, on how one views things. The 
C.C.F. propagandists would say that the farmers’are a 
most satisfied bunch in Saskatchewan because of the good 
provincial administration they get. The Liberal bigwigs at 
Ottawa say the farmers of Saskatchewan shou!d be satis- 
fied; they have enjoyed good crops, got a fair price for 
their products. There is, in truth, an atmosphere of reason- 
able prosperity in Saskatchewan today, taking a broad 
view of the whole economic structure. We've heard little 
beefing by cattlemen about their prices lately, and if they 
are -upser or it the farmers” are upset, "the upsetting isn't 
too visible. Maybe because they are so danged busy 
harvesting a good crop and worrying where they are 
going to store the stuff. Certainly there is no group in our 
economic setup today that could be described as “'satis- 
fied"’, Even the millionaire seems to want to keep on mak- 
ing millions even though he wouldn't know how. to spend 
it all if he tried. In 1932 or 1937 Mr. Schultz would un- 
doubtedly have pulled hundreds and hundreds into the 
Oddfellows Hall at North Battleford. In 1956, well, the 
belly is fuller and outlook brighter.

About: $1,5 million, The expenses 
are being borne by the United 
Kingdom, Australian, New. Zealand 
and South African governments. 

The crossing party will have 
both land and air transport. Four 
men of the Royal Air Force with 
two Auster aircraft specially 
equipped with skis and floats, ac- 
companied the advance party. 
They will accompany the main 
party next year. 

‘Four U.S. produced heavy-track- 
ed vehicles, known as. “Snocats”, 
will be used for the cold continen- 
tal crossing; United Kingdom war 
office vehicles, known as .“Wea- 
sels”, are also being taken. A mod- 
ern type of ice-breaking ship, the 
Magga Dan, is now being built in 
Copenhagen, Denmark, and will be 
chartered by the expedition for 
two years. 

Sir Edmund and his team have 
just completed rigorous pre-expe- 
dition training in the icefields and 
glaciers of the Sotuhern Alps of 
New Zealand. 

Here, 7,000 feet up, in a world 
of glaciers, and snow-capped 
mountains, Sir Edmund 10 years 
ago learned to climb mountains 
as tough as any in the world— 
except the Himalayas. 

This time the  pre-expedition 
training, including dog sled jour- 
neys, air supply dropping, naviga- 
tion, ski-touring and ice craft, will |% 
prove invaluable in the Antarctic, 
The Scott Base is 800 miles—as 
the skua gull flies-—from the 
South Pole. 

Among the party crossing over 
from the Weddel sea with Fuchs 
will be New Zealander George 
Lowe, who accompanied Hillary to 
within the last few hundred feet 
of the world’s highest mountain. 
Hillary and Lowe will meet again 
on the polar plateu, 10,000 feet 
up, in one of the most dramatic 
reunions of the scientifis age. 

Together with the crossing 
party, they will return along the 
string of supply depots previously 
established between Scott Base 
and the Pole. The New Zealanders 
will return to their homeland in 
March, 1958.
